Tenative arrangements have been made for some of the resulting video- 
tapes to be broadcast. via Channel #44 in Chicago and via cable-cast in New York City. 


You will not be manipulating video equipment to make "art"; YOU wiil be manipulating yourself 
(mental/physical being) as subject: - delivering short statements on self-defined personal 
concerns, =< asking questions on "important matters", - presenting answers to generally-interesting 
phenomenon, - relaying feelings on specific issues...different, each week! 


We may be assuming that "television" IS ART; that, it operates according to some logical-code 
mechanism... Ye will be looking to paralleling disciplines for this apparent mechanism: AFT - 
Jack Burnham, FILM - Annette Michelson, WCRLD SYSTEMS - B. Fuller, LINGUISTICS - Noam Chomsky, 
ANTHROPOLOGY - Levi-Strauss, "zen" - D. T. Suzuki, and others... That is, we will be consciously 
trying to find out HOW "television" IS ART unconsciously; moreover, HOW you are an unconscious 
ARTIST and a consciously-behaving human-being. 


The class is scheduled to be from 9:00 to 4:00. Due to necessary hardware set-up and eee 
of tapes your attendance will be roughly from 10:00 to 2:30 in the studio.
